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OPPOSITION DEMANDS NEW ELECTORA 
LAW, ELECTION OF PRIME MINISTER

In an extended letter to His Majesty King 
Abdullah on Tuesday, fifty two key opposition fig- 
ures called for major changes in the political sys- 
tem of the Kingdom. 

Tiie signatories, representing "civil society 
institutions and independent national personali- 
ties" asked for the dissolution of the present 
Parliament in order to hold re-elecrions based on 
a new electoral law. But more importantly, they 
called for the direct election of the government 
other changes to the Constitution to cope with 
u the great and positive changes that have taken 
place ns regards to Jordanians' political aware- 
ness, education and national experience." 

Representing the group, Toujan Fais.nl forward- 
ed the memorandum to the King, coupled with 
an introduction letter signed by Faisal in which 
she suggested a meeting between the Monarch 
and a delegation speaking on behalf of the signa- 
tories. 

"Such a practical step, from our viewpoint, is 
our best way to express our condolences as well 
as our support, to. your Majesty. It will set up a 
bridge of cooperation between the national pow- 
ers ant) the Head' of Hate In whose promising 
leadership we have confidence." , 

Following is the complete -list of demands sub- 
mitted before the King: 

First; Free and open dialogue Is the first and 
most important tool for evaluations and review. 
The First needed measure is the onset of public 
freedoms as stipulated in the Constitution, the 
■ International Declaration of Human Rights and all 
1 the international conventions Jordan has commit- 
ted itself to. Lifting restrictions on freedoms can 
be achieved through the following: 

1. Suspending the current Press and 
Publications Law and dropping all the cases filed 
- against journalists on grounds of opinion. This 
should be followed by submitting the law in 
question to a re-elected parliament with wider 
participation of all sectors.' 

2. Putting an end to the pressures and harass- 
ment civil society Institutions are -exposed to. 
Every individual, including tile illiterate, has a 
right to express his/her political opinion. 


3. Removing any illegal limitations placed on 
public meetings, lectures or activities. 

4. Put ring an end to any illegal interrogations, 
harassment or unjustified arrests conducted by 
some security services. Victimized by these are 
intellectuals, political activists and every other 
person who would not show complete obedience 
to the executive authority, or the interests of 
some people therein. 

5. Opening dialogue between the government 
and the opposition. 

Second: Since the present era requires compre- 
hensive reforms and re-evaluation, this necessi- 
tates the formation of a new government. 
Members of the new cabinet should be qualified 
and honest national figures who already have 
won the people’s trust. The latest governments in 
particular are responsible for the present situa- 
tion and are not jointly or individually qualified to 
take charge of the review and reform. 

Third; This also necessitates the dissolution of 
the present Lower House and the re-election of a 
new one which aptly represents the political and 
social spectrum of the society. This requires the 
fulfillment of the following: 

1. Issuing another temporary, electoral law 
which abolishes the one-man-one-vote provision 
and adopts the I.D. card as the only means of 
identification. After, the first elections, a new 
electoral law will formulated by the new 
Parliament. 

2. Conducting neutral elections to be super- 
vised by a central electoral committee presided 
over by the judiciary and in which political pow- 
ers are represented. 

Fourth: After about fifty years of the establish- 
ment of the Jordanian Constitution, and due to 
the great positive changes that have taken place 
as regards to Jordanians' political awareness, edu- 
cation and national experience, there is an 
increasing need to reconsider this Constitution. 
Many of the amendments introduced since 1952 
contradict the. basis of the Cqn$titutfon and vio- 
. late, the principles of democracy. 

. As. fai* - as we are concemedr the following 
should be considered: 


I. Abolishing the amendments introduced to 
article (73) in the years 1974 and 1976 which led 
to the absence of democracy parliamentary life 
for about quarter of a century. 

2. Establishing a Constitutional Court to 
observe the legitimacy of all laws and measures 
undertaken by the authorities. 

3. Introduction an accurate definition of "mat- 
ters which require necessary action which could 
not be delayed,” provided for in article (94). By 
this, trespassing over the right of the legislative 
power will be avoided, 

4. Trial of ministers for misuse of office before 
the civil courts. Referring such cases to courts 
should be by an absolute vote and not two-third’s 
majority of the Lower House. 

5. Removing the phrase "according to the pro- 
visions of law” wherever it is mentioned, which 
has been used in a manner that aborted constitu- 
tional rights instead of protecting them. 

6. Limiting the rote of senators and lowering 
their number. An appointed Member of 
Parliament should not reverse the rights of the 
elected members in legislation, a matter which 
true democracy requires. 

7. Abolishing many amendments to the 
Constitutions introduced in 1958, the worst peri- 
od in the history of Jordan. 

8. Amending all the provisions related to 
'emergency state’ and martial law, through 
restricting the powers of the governments as far 
as the duration of these is concerned. 

9. Strengthening the principle of accountabili- 
ty to be applied to all peopie below the Monarch. 

Fifth: Moreover, the judiciary itself has become 
ineffective and not as independent as it is sup- 
posed to be. It has been penetrated, terrified and 
corrupted at the hands of the Executive Power 
and a number of influential people outside the 
government circle. This has led to unprecedented 
public corruption. 

Therefore: 

A: It is very essential to eliminate corruption 
and remove all corrupted persons to be replaced 
by honest and decent officials. Double standards 
and the maxim “Let's open a new chapter” are

B: Going through the files without freest 
judiciary from dominance of the gaverntnaul 
fruitless.

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To say that Netanyahu's words were reported out of context by the 
press is to commit the same sin. Netanyahu's words were dear, and 
they are published on the Front Page ofthis newspaper for all to read. 

A good thing the prime minister could do is to leave Jordan out of 
his election campaign speeches which are not.made to document his- 
tory, but to serve an end. 

The speech Netanyahu made in front of Bar Man university students 
was as usual; designed to please depending on the type of audience. 
In this case a right wing audience, tliat is over-worried abour the secu- 
rity of Israel and may not look favorably towards Jordan, was expect- 
ed to dance to the tune played by Netanyahu at the expense of this 
country and the peace treaty between the two countries. 

Tliis is the problem that Jordan - and all other parties involved with 
the man in one way or another, including his Likud - has always had 
with Netanyahu since he came to power: Words come easy to the 
man. and are flexible enough to change according to the circum- 
stance. He is a master at blurting out promises righL and left, but the 
only action attadied ro his words, especially when in favor of peace, 
is the actual process of communicating them, not acting them out. 

Meanwhile, for diose who don't know, the Late King Hussein's rela- 
tion with the Iraqi regime during the gulf crisis was because he was 
exactly what Netanyahu called him in his speech: The Knight of Peace. 

But unlike how Netanyahu meant it. King Hussein was not in the act 
of standing by Iraq, he was in the act of resolving a crisis through 
peaceful means; a crisis that promised to take the whole region into 
the abyss. As usual, the King advocated whatever possible diplomacy 
to end the crisis, starring with demanding an immediate Iraqi pullout 
from Kuwait. 

Had Iraq used its chemical and biological weapons then, the whole 
region would have visited the aliyss. without coming back. 

In addition, the Lite King, stood by his people who rejected and 
continue to reject foreign poweis pouring death onto Iraq. What 
Netanyahu could do to emulate the King and get a better standing 
with his own people, if it is at all possible, is to quit on the regime of 
easy-come-easy-go words and start telling things as they are for a 
change. That may prove to be one heck of an electoral tactic! 
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J r ordan has recently witnessed a number of 
illicit wildlife trading and thefts in violation 
of the Custom and Agriculture laws. The first 
se involved 100 ‘White sheet Bulbul' Weds, 
while the second Involved more than 2000 dif- 
ferent kinds of birds and animals. 

The thousand ‘White Sheet Bulbul' birds. 30 
‘Persian Squirrel' and 20 'Chukar' birds were 
released last week, by the Royal Society for the 
Conservation of Nature (RSCN). at the Azraq 
Wfetland Reserve, at -Dibbeen Forest and at 
Queen Noor Forest after they were confiscated 
from a Syrian wildlife trader. 

But the trader recovered the thousand 'Sand 

grouse birds after he won a court case In Azraq 
on Thursday. 

We had to release them because they were 
in bad condition following the trip from Iraq," 
said Mahdj Quatrameez, law enforcement offi- 
cial at the RSCN. 

*riie court was supposed to take the decision 
two weeks ago. “The Syrian's lawyer kept post- 
poning the trial by not presenting documents 
to support the case. As a result, the judge

decided in his favor because he was holding a 
permit from the Jordanian Customs on the 
Jordan-SyriH border. With that, the judge has 
superseded the agricultural law," said 
Quatrameez. 

According to the 1973 Agricultural Law. 
which protects wildlife and regulates hunting, 
the trafficking of birds is a violation. However, 
the Jordanian Custom Law does not provide 
this. Holding the passing permit was in favor 
of the trader," added Quatrameez, 

The wildlife trader, who brought into Jordan 
2050 birds and animals illegally, was crossing 
Jordan from Iraq to Saudi Arabia. He was caught 
on February 1 1 by a ranger at the Royal Society 
for the Conservation of Nature at Azraq. 

If the Syrian lost his case, he would have 
paid 50 Dinars in fines according to the 
Customs Law but around 10,000 Dinars in fines 

according to the Agricultural Law," said 
Quatrameez.

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# US WAGES WAR OF ATTRITION ON 


LONDON (R| — The United 
Suites, with British support, is 
waging an undeclared war of 
attrition against Iraq but appears 
ro lack an “end game” for get- 
ting rid of President Saddam 
Hussein, Western and Arab ana- 
lysts say. 

Since a four-day Anglo- 
American air campaign In 
December to punish Baghdad 
for obstructing UN weapons 
inspectors, US and British wai^ 
planes have hit Iraqi military tar- 
gets dozens of times in response . 
to reported violations of no-fly 
zones imposed by the West over 
northern arid southern Iraq. 

US Defense Department 
spokesman Ken Bacon said on 
TUesday Chat Western planes had 
destroyed about 20 percent of 
Iraq’s anti-aircraft missile batter- 
ies since December. 

"We seem to he locked in this 
dance of death with [Iraqi 
President] Saddam, but it Is not 
dear rhat we have an endgame," . 
said a. senior |JS policy analyst, 

Who asked not to be identified.- 
■ 


Western officials say the 
almost daily clashes keep 
Saddam on edge and may rattle 
Iraq’s military commanders, who 
see their hardware being 
destroyed For no gain. But they 
acknowledge there is no grand 
strategy behind this cat-and- 
mouse game. 

On the Iraqi side, analysts say 
Saddam is trying ro keep up the 
pressure for a lifting of UN sanc- 
tions and may be betting on the 
statistical chance oF a Western 
piane being shot down and its 
crew dragged through the 
streets of Baghdad. 

Debate is raging in 
Washington about how far the 
United States should go in sup- 
porting Iraqi opposition groups 
plotting from afar to topple the 
Iraqi ruler, who has kept a ruth- 
less grip on power since 1979. 

After the December bombing 
' campaign. President Bill Clinton 
said the United States would 
work to bring about a- change of 
government in Iraq, embracing 
an Iraq Liberation Act foisted on 


him by his Republican oppo- 
nents in Congress. 

That law provided S97 million 
in military aid for Iraqi opposi- 
tion groups as part or a ch ive ro 
destabilize Saddam, in addition 
to the creation of a Radio Free 
Iraq. 

Right-wingers in Washington, 
such as former senior defense 
official Richard Perle, accuse the 
Clinton administration of pursu- 
ing the removal of Saddam only 
half-heartedly. 

"The current policy combining 
economic sanctions that affect 
the people more than the 
regime, and intermittent bomb- 
ing by the United States and 
such allies as it can persuade on 
an ad hoc basis, won’t achieve 
the elimination of the threat of 
Saddam's relentless drive For 
weapons of mass destniction,” 
Perle said in a speech in London 
this month. 

He backs -a plan by the 
London-based Iraqi National 
Congress [INC] to create "liberat- 
ed zones" in northern and 


southern Iraq with Western air 
cover, lift economic sanctions on 
those areas and use them as a 
magnet to attract Iraqi delec- 
tors. 

“The key is .to demonstrate 
the vulnerability of Saddam's 
rule," Perle argued. 

Critics warn such a strategy 
would lead at best to the break- 
up of Iraq and at worst to a “Bay 
of Pigs' -style fiasco. 

Many American officials are 
wary of repeating the 1961 
debacle in which Fidel Castro’s 
revolutionaries crushed a band 
of Cuban exiles trained by the 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) 
who landed at the Bay of Pigs. 

Even Britain. Washington's 
closest ally in its tough policy 
Towards Iraq, cautioned it this 
week against giving military 
backing to the Iraqi opposition. 

Foreign Office Minister Derek 
Fatchett said on a visit to 
Washington that the opposition 
could help shape the climate 
outside Iraq, but could not bring 
down Saddam.

[■actors lliar predispose you to 
this type of knee condition 
indude, congenital knee prob- 
lems, rotation of die lower pan of 
the leg and any previous knee 
injury. 

My advice for (he treatment is 
that ns with any exercise pro- 
gram, it is important that you 
wami up before you siarc the 
intense pan of your program. 
Always rest your knee when it is 
painful and swollen. If you decide 
to Ignore die pain and proceed 
with exercising the inflamed 
knee, you risk aggravating your 
condition. 

To reduce inflammation and 
pain apply ail ice pack to your 
knee for 15 minutes daily and 
after every sporting event. 

Your doctor' may prescribe an 
anti-inflammatory medication or 
he may even recommend physio- 
therapy which will teach you 
some tedmiques on how to 
reduce inflammation and help 
you to strengthen the thigh mus- 
cle. 

You may even consider an eas- 
ier sport rhar reduces stress on 
the knee such as swimming, 
slow jogging and walking. 
Questionable sports include 
cycling, football and tennis. 
Sports' that you should defi- 
nitely avoid are basketball, run- 
ning and squash, 

Within a few weeks of treat- 
ment, you should feel better. 


People may mistake a 
migraine for a severe or chron- 
ic headache, that might only be 
caused by tension. Whereas, 
clinically, migraine is a “unilat- 
eral throbbing in the head, 
associated with nausea, vomit- 
ing, sleep disturbance and 
vision ' changes." said 
Mohammed Sa'adah, 

Consultant Neurologist, Islamic 
Hospital. 

“Migraines occur when blood 
vessels of the head and neck 
spasm or constrict, so that less 
blood flows to the bruin. 
Minutes or hours later the 
blood vessels dilate, resulting 
in a recurrent form of 
headache," explained the neu- 
rologist. 



I n some women, the ear- 
liest phases of a 
migraine may trigger 
food cravings for certain 
types of foods or tastes. 
Most often it’s for choco- 
late, pizza or something 
salty like potato chips. The 
craving may hit up to three 
days before the pounding 
of the head starts. 

Besides cravings, the pre- 
migraine symptoms may 
include depression, a stiff 
neck, a chilly feeling, consti- 
pation or diarrhea and 
water retention. 


Migraines may last from min- 
utes to hours mid sometimes 
for days. 

"The worst migraine should 
not last more than three days, 
otherwise, it couid be due to 
tension or any other reason 
besides migraine," revealed the 
specialist. 

Indicatory signs of a migraine 
are “tingling of the limbs or 
speech disorder. The sufferers 
should immediately rest in a 
quiet, dark room where they 
should concentrate fully on 
relaxation, 1 ’ advised Sa'adah. 

There are different types of 
migraine, categorized accord- 
ing to their precipitating fac- 
tors, such as “classic, common, 
complicated, coitus which is 
caused after intercourse and 
menstrua) migraine that usually 
attacks women between the 
ages of 15 to 45. 

“Women who suffer from any 
kind of headache, should not 
take birrh control pills, as rhey 
will result in a number of dan- 
gerous side eFfects, such as 
blood dorting in the brain and 
increased blood • pressure," 
warned Sa’adah. 

. In addition, he listed a num- 
ber of other factors that may 
lead to the offset of a migraine 
attack such as, irregular sleep- 
ing hours, skipping meals, 
crash dieting and smoking. 

People with high intensity 
professions, commonly noticed 
among movie stars, are fre- 
quently “exposed to direct sun- 
light or bright lights that will 
cause them to develop a form 
of allergy called photophobia 
which is considered as a pre- 


cursor for a migraine attack," 
pointed out the neurologist. 

Moreover, Sa'adah advised 
people to take preventive med- 
ication, such as propanolol 
groups, which should be taken 
under strict supervision of a 
specialist. 

People who already suffer 
from a history of migraine 
should be more particular in 
choosing their environment. 
"They should avoid crowded 
and noisy places in order not to 
develop sonophobia, which is 
known to be a major provoking 
factor of migraine," comment- 
ed Sa'adah. 

Diagnosis involves a review 
of the family history, as it could 
be the reason behind the suf- 
fering: In some cases a “slight 
change in the brain's white 
matter may occur but it -does 
not resulr in any seriuos com- 
plications. 

“Checking for a migraine 
includes a CT-Schii or magnetic 
technique to reinforce the diag- 
nosis," explained the specialist. 

Although there is little infor- 
mation on how certain foods 
such as "pickles, chocolate, 
vanilla and red wine, enhance 
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migraine, it makes sense to 
avoid such suspecting migraine 
inducing factors," said Sa'adah. 

The expert indicated that 
migraine sufferers need to fully 
educate themselves on their 


condition in order to become 
aware of the new lifestyle 
changes they have to take in 
order to alleviate their condi- 


tion.

HANOI — Vietnam's exorbitant international telephone 
rates will drop by 20 per cent in April if a telecoms pro- 
posal is approved by the prime minister, the state press 
reported Friday. The Government Pricing Committee 
submitted the proposed rate reduction in order to bring 
international phone charges in line with costs of incom- 
ing calls from abroad, the Vietnam News reported. A 
Reduction in hotel phone surcharges is also requested, as 
is an equalization of phone line tariffs for Vietnamese 
and foreign users. Vietnam currently has some of the 
world's highest international telephone rates and the 
communist leadership often has been chided for refusing 
to lower them more quickly. Three-minute outbound 
calls are often two and a half times as expensive as an 
opposite call into Vietnam. Vietnam Post and 
Telecommunications, a national monopoly, plans equip- 
ment and technology upgrades through existing busi- 
ness cooperation contracts with multinationals such as 
Telstra, France Telecom, Motorola, and Cable and 
Wireless — Deutsche Presse Agcntur.

MICROSOFT DENIES POLLUTING JAVA 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A Microsoft 
executive denied claims that the com- 
pany illegally tried to "pollute" Java, a 
computer language that dueatens its 
Windows dominance. 

Software written using Java "cross- 
platform" ted urology caiuun on a vari- 
ety of computers, minimizing rile 
importance of Windows, wiudi is 
installed on about 90 percent of the 
nation's personal computers. 

Tlic Justice Department, in its 
antitrust lawsuit, contends tiiat 
Microsoft Illegally tried to alter Java 
because it considered it a threat to 
Windows. 

But Robert Muglia, Microsoft’s vice 
president of developer tools, called 
those dams “nonsense." In written 


testimony released Thursday, he also 
challenged the eariier testimony made 
by an executive of the company tiiat 
created Java, Sun Microsystems. 

"There are many reasons why Slut's 
promise of ‘Wire Once Run 
Anywhere' Java programming remains 
unfilled... arid diose reasons have nodv 
ingto do wirii Microsoft," Muglia said. 
"Some of die reasons ore specific to 
Sun's Java tedinology Itself wlule oth- 
ers are inlierent bi cross-platform pro- 
gramming generally" 

Earlier in the trial, Sun Vice 
President James Gosling testified that 
Microsoft created a version ofjava that 
was “tied to the Windows platform," 
one that fails to work on other sys- 
tems. 


But Microsoft introduced docu- 
ments suggesting that Sun knew 
about Microsoft's plan to develop a 
Windows-based ser of technical tools 
for Java as far as two monilis before 
the two companies signed a licensing 
agreement aver Java. Hu? documents 
also suggest that Microsoft offend to 
work with Sun on ways to moke its 
veision ofjava interact with Windows 
better.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Defense Department, con- 
cemed about possible Year 
2000 computer glitches in 
Russia's strategic radars, has 
offered to let Russian defense 
experts monitor U.S. missile 
launch warning data in 
Colorado from mid-December 
to mid-January. 

“Our proposal would give 
them extensive coverage, 
Induding coverage of potential 
U.S. launches," Edward Warner, 
assistant secretary of defense 
for strategy, said Thursday. “We 
have no Intention to make any 
launches, but it would give 
them coverage of.tliose areas." 

Wfarner made the proposal to 
Russian officials last week. 

The idea is to bolster 
Russia's confidence that it will 
have adequate early warning of 
potential long-range missile 
launches from the United 
States at the start of the New 
Year, when some fear the "mil- 
lennium bug" will strike and 
disrupt computer systems that 
have not been altered to com- 
pensate for possible Year 2000 
problems. 

Warner said the Russians did 
not immediately accept his pro- 
posal for joint monitoring of 
early-warning data at a facility 
near Colorado Springs, home 
of the North American 
Aerospace Defense Command, 
but they agreed to send olTi- 
dals to the United States next 
month to discuss the idea fur- 
ther. 

Information that would be 
made available to the Russians 
would be based on both satel- 
lite and land-based sensors but 
would not divulge secrets 
about American ballistic missile 


con- 


systems. Warner said. 

"The single thing it will show 
is whether we launch or not," 
he said. 

The Pentagon has said it is 
certain its early warning system 
will not be disrupted by the 
Year 2000 "bug." 

Last year Russian President 
Boris Yeltsin and President 
Clinton agreed to pursue the 
development of a joint early 
warning center in Russia to 
enable both nations to continu- 
ously share data on ballistic 
missile launches. That is not 
likely to come to fruition 
before year's end, Warner said, 
and therefore it was decided to 
invite Russian early-warning 
specialists to Colorado Springs 
for tile Year 2000 transition. 

Warner said that in his talks 
in Moscow last week the 
Russians did not ask for U.S. 
financial help to speed up their 
rehabilitation of Russian com- 
puter systems to make them 
handle the Year 2000 change 
smoothly. Me said they seem' 
“highly motivated" to make 
necessary preparations for the

NOT READY FOR Y2K 


BEIRUT <R) — Most of the 
Middle East's Arab stares are ill- 
prepared for the millennium 
bug, which could hit the 
region’s oil industry and cut off 
fresh water supplies, a UN offi- 
cial said on Friday. 

Mohammad Ayati, science 
and technology adviser for the 
UN Economic and Social 
Commission for Western Asia 
(ESCWA), told Reuters in an 
interview few countries in the 
region had thought about the 
problem, let alone come up 
with plans to avoid it. 

"The Middle East is particu- 
larly at risk because normally, 
our governments do not .come 
up with contingency plans " he 
said after chairing a two-day 
ESCWA conference on the mil- 
lennium bug. 

“if things break down, then 


the action taken is usually spur- 
of-the moment, unorganized 
and takes time. But if this hap- 
pens in certain fields, the 
results could be catastrophic." 

The Beirut-based ESCWA cov- 
ers 13 countries from Egypt to 
the Gulf, excluding Israel.

if left uncorrected, such sys- 
tems could treat the year 2000 
as the year 1900, generating 
errors or system crashes on 
January 1. 

UN officials said airports, 
Egypt's Suez Canal and. electric- 
ity networks could be hit and 
the highly-computerized oil 
refining and water desalination 
plants of the arid, oil-rich Gulf 


states were particularly at risk. 

"If they should stop, then 
millions of people would have 
no power and no water to ink.

With January 1, 2000 less 
than 10 months away, countries 
were just starting to set up 
committees to discuss the 
problem. 

Ayati attributed the delay to 
ignorance on the part of gov- 
ernments and said that, with 
some effort, It could be solved 
by the deadline. 

“1 am not very pessimistic 
that the problem can be han- 
dled because the systems in the 
Arab world are not as huge as 
they are In Europe or the 
United States. 

"All we need is stimulation 
and more government involve- 


ment because without the 
interference of the prime minis- 
ter's office, not much gets 
done.” 

A statement issued after the 
two -day meeting urged ESCWA 
members to aft and test contin- 
gency plans. UN officials said 
countries with high millennium 
awareness, such as Saudi Arabia 
and Egypt, should share their, 
experiences. 

"it is not obvious where the 
problem will impact or when or 
what the resulting system’s 
behavior will be. It involves 
many interdependent systems 
where faults in one may have a 
domino effect upon others. It 
therefore needs national, 
regional and international 
efforts to resolve it," it said.

B RENDA Murplty was resigned 
to throwing up test night. It 
used to be the smell in lier cell 
t hat made her vomit. Now it is stage 
fiigliL Ex-IRA member Murplty 44, 
spent eight years in jail, first for pos- 
session of a gun, then for IRA mem- 
bership. Site soon became Involved 
in die so-called No Wash protest, In 
which women paramilitary prison- 
ers at Armagh followed their mole 
colleagues in fighdng for the 
restoration of political status. She 
says she knew the sacrifices she 
would have to make-.

Mother’s Heart, Peorse 
Elliot's new all-women piny 
monologues to murdered chil- 
dren, 

Murphy plays die mother of an 
IRA man sliot dead after he kills a 
RUC officer.

“When the offer did 
come, I turned it down, I felt it was 
too soon. But I was living on niy 
own for Che first time in my life. I 
just sat in the fiat all day I didn't 
want to go out or see nnyone, and 
my kids were telling me it was as if 
I was still in a cell.

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TIGER HANGS ON AS DUVAL, 


MORE TOP SEEDS TUMBLE 


T he enthusiasm of British 
skiers does not appear to 
liave been dented by the 
series of avalanches In the Alps 
that have left numerous people 
dead and thousands more 
stranded. 

Despite the apparently 
treadierous conditions, plane- 
loads ofBritish skiers and snow- 
boarders are planning to head 
for the Alps this weekend. 

Andy Perrin, managing direc- 
tor ofCrystal Holidays, the UK’s 
biggest ski holiday company, 
said virtually no customers had 
cancelled their holidays. “We 
have roughly 8,000 people 
heading out this weekend, and 
the number who have cancelled 
is less than 100." he said. 

“Only two of the resorts we 
use are dosed, and the cus- 
tomer who are meant to be 
going there have been offered 
alternative holidays. 

"But the weather forecast for 
j the next few days is good and 
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we expect to be able to bring all 
our customers home. If the con- 
ditions stay as they are we also 
expect ail our other resorts to 
be open for skiing." 

Tlie majority of calls to 
Crystal, which takes more than 
130,000 people to the ski 
slopes every year, have been 
from customers asking for accu- 
rate infonnation about the situ- 
ation. "In general, skiers are 
aware that there is very often 
heavy snow in the mounrains 
and for most skiers to be out 
there tvhen the wearher clears 
is too good an opportunity to 
miss," Mr. Perrin said. 

“If it is a resort that is clearly 
affected, then most operators 
seem to be offering alternative 
accommodation," said Sean 
Tipton uf the Association of 


British Travel Agents. “If that is 
not possible or not satisfactory 
to dieius they are being offered 
a full refund. 

"Obviously the tour opera- 
tors are being very careful 
where they are sending people 
and not taking any foolish risks. 
We have been advising people 
to trust dieir tour operators - if 
there was a danger they would 
not be sending them out.” Mr. 
Tipton said tour operators had 
made arrangements to evacu- 
ate by helicopter people strand- 
ed in resorts. 

Holidaymakers who have 
already traveled but have not 
been able to ski are unlikely to 
be covered by insurance, the 
Association of British Insurers 
said. “While there are a number 
of polices that cover for a lack 
. of snow there are very few that 
cover for too much,” a 
spokesman said.

health system like sheep through a dip." Sheep? 

If one did nor knowtiiat it could not possibly be tlte case, one might con- 
clude that Greer had nothing but contempt for Her own sex. 

In a ireasurable aside, on Demi Moore's straggle to maintain a perfect 
physique, she remarks, in an elder-sisrerly sort of way, drat this "was still not 
enough to sate her mamage." Did Brace confide? 

Better to be a man in Grceriand. Tliey may be controlling, ledierous, idle 
bastards, 1 m at least tiwy’rc not daft. Here, “Men’’ still take no interest in 
omiraception, or as she puts it, "inhibiting his power to fecundate" (though 
if men did, she would doubtless accuse them ofcontrolling tlieir partners).

A s noted in our last column, the fabled horses of King 
Solomon {pbuhj can be subdivided into three categories. 
The first two categories concern horses for trade and 
horses for King Solomon's military. Biblical narrative provides 
information concerning these two groups of horses. However, 
when discussing the horses of King Solomon's royal stables, we 
need to turn to the Qur'an. We find within Surah Sail the fol- 
lowing versos, in their English meaning. 

"To David, We gave Solomon (for a sou) — how excel lem in 
Out service! Ever did he turn (to Us)f behold, there were 
brought before him, at eventide, coursers ofthe highest breed- 
ing, and swift of foul; and hi;. said, 'Truly do l.lnve the luve t>f 
good, with a view .10 'the glory of my Lord '-Until (il\c sun) was 
hidden in the veil (of night): 'Bring them Kick 10 me'. Then 
began he to pass his hand over (tlieir) legs and tlieir necks." 

Various, commentaries on the Qur'an have differed as to tlie 
e^atft meaning of the above verses. Some have maintained that 
"King Solomon forgot the ‘Asr prayer in admiring his horses. 
Qthers have maintained that he interrupted lies admiration of 
"his horses, said his 'Asr prayer, and then ordered that the hora- 
es be brought back to him. Those who have maintained tlrat. 
King Solomon forgot, his 'Asr prayer have differed on whether 
King Solomon. then stroked and anointed liis horses or whether' 
he then slaughtered them.
